Whereas the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development initiated the process of 
appointment to the post of Director in the 
National institutes of Technology (nits) 
located at Agartala, Jamshedpur and Raipur in 
August 2006. The procedure adopted was as per 
rules applicable for these selections as 
applicable at that time. The selection 
process was completed with the approval 
accorded by the Appointment Committee of the 
Cabinet (ACC) as communicated to Ministry of 
hrd vide DOPT’s No. 4/17/2007 Eo (SM n) dated 
10 th sept. 2007. However, before the receipt 
of ACC approval, the nit Act 2007 came in to 
force on the 15 th August, 2007. since Section 
17(1) of the nit Act 2007 provides that the 

appointment of Director of an NIT shall be 
made by the visitor, opinion of the Ministry 
of Law & justice was sought whether after the 
approval of acc, approval of. Visitor is 

required for these appointments in view of nit 
A ct 2007 having came in to force. The 

Ministry of Law & Justice opined that the 

approval of visitor may be obtained as per 


3 — Ml Glfjooe 
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provision of the NIT Act and accordingly 
President’s Secretariat was requested to place 
the proposal before the President for approval 
of these appointments in her capacity as 
visitor to the NITS. The president’s 

Secretariat sent back the proposal noting that 
the selection process employed in the 
appointments were not in conformity with the 
respective NIT Act 2007 and requested to 
resubmit the proposal afresh in terms of the 
relevant procedure laid down in the said Act. 

2. whereas the procedure for appointment of 
the Director is given in Section 17 Cl) of the 
nit Act, which is as follows:- 

“17 Cl) - The Director and Deputy Director 
of an institute shall be appointed by the 
visitor, on such terms and conditions of 
service and on the recommendations of a 
Selection committee constituted by him in such 
manner, as may be prescribed by the statutes.” 

3. whereas, after the return of the proposal 
from the visitor’s office, Ministry has been 
seized of the matter and has initiated the 
process for drafting the Statutes, in which 
the procedure is being prescribed for 
selection process of the Di rector of an NIT. 
However, this is taking time, and the three 
NITs at Agartala, Jamshedpur, and Raipur are 
facing acute problem in day to day 
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administration, in the absence of a regular 
Director. 

4. whereas, these institutes are of national 
importance, and cannot remain without regular 
Directors in place who are to act as the Chief 
Executive officers of the Institutes. Also, 
delaying the'appointments any further, may not 

be i’n' academic interest of these 3 NITs.

5. whereas, the ACC, which was competent 
to approve appointments of the Directors of 
NITs, before the Act having come in to force 
and already having cleared the appointment of 
the 3 Directors, the advice of Department of 
Legal Affairs was sought whether the 
appointment of three Directors of nits at 
Agartala, Jamshedpur and Raipur may be given 
effect based on the approval of ACC. 

6. whereas, the Department of Legal 
Affairs have opined that the NIT Act 2007, 
being prospective in nature, its provisions 
including that of appointment of Directors by 
visitor would come in to effect from the date 
of enforcement unless some retrospectively is 
attached to past or pending transactions which 
do not appear to be available in this Act. In 
view of this, selection process which was 
initiated much prior to enforcement of nit Act 
2007 and is almost complete can be carried out 
with rules/procedure as existed at the time of 
4 - afljicea 
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advertisement of vacancies and only future 
appointments are to be carried out in terms of 
the provisions of the nit Act 2007. However, 
to harmonize the appointments with the 
provisions of the Act, provisions of section 
36 of the NIT Act, which deals with Removal of 
Difficulties, may be invoked. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the 

powers conferred under section 36(1) of the

Whereas the Central Government is empowered under Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, or the advice of the UGC, 
an Institution of Higher Learning as a "Deemed-to-be-University”, 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received from Sri Balaji Vidyapeeth, Pondicherry 
seeking status of deemed-to-be-uni versity 1 , as A ‘De Novo' Institution, under Section 
3 of the UGC Act, 195$, comprising the following institutions: 

F 

(i) Mahatma Gandhi Medical College & Research Institute, Pondicherry, 

(ii) Kasturba Gandhi Nursing College, Pondicherry 

(iii) Indira Gandhi Institute of Dental Science, Pondicherry; and 

(iv) Bharathiyar College of Engineering & Technology, Karaikal, 
Pondicherry. 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission (UGC) has examined the said 
proposal and vide its communications bearing No.6-50/2005 (CPP-I) dated the 2** 
January, 2008 has recommended that Mahatma Gandhi Medical College & Research 
Institute be awarded the status of ‘Deemed-to-be-University 1 subject to receiving no 
objection certificate from its parent university. Later, the UGC vide its letter No.6- 
50/2005(CPP-I) Dated 08.02.2008 has partially modified its recommendations to the 
effect that the status recommended be awarded under De Novo category. 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC 
Act, 195G. the Central Government, on the advice of the UGC, hereby declare that Sri 
Balaji Vidyapeeth, Pondicherry, comprising Mahatma Gandhi Medical College & 
Research Institute, Pondicherry, shall be a “Deemed-to-be-University”, under 'De 
Novo" category, for the purposes of the aforesaid Act, provisionally for a period of flw 
years with effect from the date the Mahatma Gandhi Medical College & Research 
Institute is disaffiliated from its affiliating university, viz., Pondicherry University, 
subject to a review aft the end of each year by the UGC.; 

5. The status conferred on Sri Balaji Vidyapeeth shafl be confirmed after a period 
of five years only on the basis of the reviews to be conducted annually through an 

Expert Committee of the UGC as per para 4 above, and recommendations of the 
Commission thereof; 

6. The declaration as made in para 4 above is also subject to fulfilment / 
compliance of further conditions mentioned at Sr. No.7 of the endorsement to this 
Notification; 
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7, Neither the Government of India nor the UGC shall provide any Plan or Non- 
Plan grant-in-aid to Sri Balaji Vidyapeeth any of its constituent units.
